Becauao I had had no roarson to irate a written record of tho 
information (iven to no by visitors ret ruing fron ! kw Orleans 
as to the title or functions of ir* -urvich, the ilicolaimere 
by 1 sots • Bothell and hsiborg rr^qjcstfxi to mo timfc ciy roes licet ion 
ttay hove been faulty. Certainly I did not question their ;ood 
faith in dex.ying the statwonta thaT- v, also iti ood faith, had 
attributed to ibaGu Tltorafore, 1 inwodiafcely &ezt t you a letter 
of retraction listed JJi October 1?67, sdoh copies to /ears. Garrison, 
Sothall* and ^9isberg-» This retraction stands, so far as Toe 
Dot hell is concerned.
